That n o a r r a n g e , 
merit tias vet ftaefl arrived by t he parties 
interested In the Paris negotiations is very 
clear, and the suspense f r o m dav to d a y is 
a serious trouble both to producer* and 
co ' . s inners . T h e producers, for the tnm 
being, are In the very difficult position of 
being unable to dl*po*e of their copper un ­
der t f i e conditions of the former c -n t rac ts , 
as It must t»e patent hi everybody t ha t t in 
der present circumstances the price o 
16 is altogether unwarranted. I'mlet 
the pressure of the necessities or 
the case ttie Cake companies h a v e conse-
<|iiently men driven to m a k e a further con 
cession to the consumers, who w e r e i |u i t« 
unable to pay any longer the |6Wc set 
pound f i x e d by the contracts, a n d they 
have therefore agreed that the copper DOW 
being delivered to them shall be invoiced 
at t f ie price fixed by the next pool sale. 
T h i s actum on the part of ttie Cake c o m 
panics is highly c r e d i t a b l e to them, but jt 
fal ls to meet tin* requirements of ttie man 
ufacturers hi the extent to which they con­
sider themselves eutltled, as the uncer­
tainty regarding the price to be charged to 
t h a i tor the unmanufactured metal pre 
vents them f rom making the calculations 
i iere^sary to enable them hi produce a u d 
dispose of the manufactured goo,is In a 
prudent, business l ike manner. 

" T h e general impression gained from 
private advices received here is that the 
negotiations between the representatives 
of the copper producers are not progress 
ing satisfactorily. Some reports say that 
Mr . Haggln wants too much. It looks at 
present doubtful If any general poo l or 
combination w i l l be effected, though It Is 
not improbable the Amer ican producers 
may combine to regulate this market.
